I have  hb he  honour  t©  present  my  twelfth  Annual  Fteport  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  ^of -the  Rur’el  District  of  Dorchester  for  the 
year  I96I0  It  is  written  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

A small  outbreak ’Of  measles  occurred  commencing  in  April  and  ending 
in  September  and  in  all  195  cases  were  reported.  Influenza  was  prevalent  in 
the  early  months  of  the  yeary  it  was  of  moderate  severity^  affecting  adults 
first  then  spreading  to  children^  about  20^  of  the  school  population  was  affected. 
Of  the  eight  cases  of  dysentery^  seven' were  in  o'ne  family,  A number  of  cases 
of  illness  were  reported  from  Osmington  School  in  July^  the  symptoms  were 
mainly  headache^  high  temperature . some  had  vomiting  and  diarrhoea;  in  all^ 

17  out  of  28  pupils  were  ill.  The  school  meals  were  excluded  as  the  cause. 
Numerous  samples  were  taken  with  the  help  of  the  County  Laboratory  staffs  the 
results  showed  that  the  disease  was  due  to  Adeno  Virus^  types  2 and  7. 

Several  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year  and  during  the 
months  of  September  and  October  nine  cases  were  reported  from  the  local  hospital^ 
this  is  described  more  fully  later  in  the  report, 

Antiirax  in  cows  have  been  notified  on  five  occasions  during  the 
year  and  probably  one  other  cow  i:lso  died  from  the  disease  and  it  is  possible 
that  a cat  which  had  also  died  of  anthrax  may  have  been  in  some  way  connected 
with  the  disease  in  the  cows.  As  anthrax  is  occurring  in  other  areas a 
common  source  such  as  animal  feeding  stuffs  may  be  the  cause. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  of  all  groups  up  to  the  age  of  forty 
years  have  continued  during  the  year.  The  following  figures  for  vaccinations 
and  immunisations  carried  out  in  I96I  have  been  given  by  the  County  Health 
Department: - 
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Meat  inspection  continues  to  increase.  The  service 
has  been  extended  to .two  other  slaughterhouses^  one  being  newly

From  September  11th  until  December  Ibth^  a total  of  ten  cases  of 
diarrhoea  were  notified  or  ascertained  on  investigation  at  the  local  hospital. 
The  main  symptoms  were  temperature  and  diarrhoea^  the  average  duration  of  the 
illness  was  7-10  days  and  was  of  moderate  severity^  although  one  death 
occurred  in  an  old  lady  over  80  years  of  age. 


Nine  of  the  cases  and  two  others  outside  the  hospital  showed  positive 
samples  of  a food  poisoning  germ^  salmonella  st,  paul.  Three  further  persons 
showed  food  poisoning  germs  of  a different  character^  one  was  not  ill  and  was 
probably  a carrier, 

Namerous  samples  from  foods ^ sewers  and  animal  feeding  stuffs  were 
examined  and  the  investigation  extended  to  farms  to  try  and  traco  the  source, 
and  although  it  was  believed  to  be  due  to  occasional  contamination  of  animal 
feeding  stuffs,  no  positive  samples  were  obtained. 

Food  poisoning  in  the  country  is  on  the  increase  » 7,846  cases  were 
notified  in  1959. 


Salmonella  germs  cause  70%  of  cases,  the  organisms  of  which  there  are 
numerous  types,  are  found  in  man  and  animals  and  have  been  isolated  from  meat, 
poultry,  milk  and  eggs,  it  is  a recognised  cause  of  enteritis  in  calves  and 
has  been  isolated  in  cats  and  dogs.
